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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest the recited floor covering. Independent claim 1 identifies the 
uniquely distinct features of an "elastomer material" having a relief-type patterned surface 
provided with irregularly distributed indentations "wherein each indentation has a different shape 
from every other indentation" and the relief-type patterned surface "minimizes roll resistance". 
The closest prior art of record, Shultz et al. (USPN 5,670,237), discloses a thermoplastic floor 
covering haying irregularly distributed indentations, which either singularly or in combination, 
fail to anticipate or render obvious the above limitations.
